workiuginon'e organizations over made 
or proposed to be made. Though ctllcd 
an association of workingmen, it is 
really an association of fifty capitalists. 
Tho cnpitnl stock of the coin puny at tho 
outset is $250, which is increased every 
month by the addition of $100. 
Thus 


at the and of ono year, without reckon- 
ing interest, the capital stock of the 
company is $1,450. 
A little 'simple 


arithmetic will show to ovory working 
man how quickly this littlo capital 
stock, with its monthly accretion of 
8100, invented in some good security at 
six, eight, or ton per cent, interest, will 
grow to a capital stock of many thou- 
sands, and sot up every ono of tho cap- 
italists in a lucrative business, or give 
him u fixed income in tho slmpo of 
dividends upon tho earnings of tho 
aggregate accumulations of tho associa- 
tion. 


Jiut, bettor than all olso, the estab- 


lishment of such an association for tho 
capitalization of the savings of its mem- 
bers will instruct them in tho true 
moaning of lapllal, and give thorn an 
understanding of tho right relations 
between capital and labor suoh as can- 
not possibly bo acquired otherwise than 
by experience.
